The following- very singular statement ii co- 


pied from the Buffalo (N. Y ) Journal, of 
the 15th ult. 
a\Ve feel it a d u t y to call public at- 


tention to this subject, and to fix it, if 
possible, upon the manner in which the 
destruction of our liocks is at present 
carried on, among us. 
Agents have 


been traversing the country, paying ex- 
orbitant prices for sheep, and our far- 
mers have very generally sold them, 
with the intention of renewing their 
Hocks from other neighborhoods, by 
which the stock ofthe.se animals is of- 
ten improved. 
But those who have 


tiius sold, now find the purchases have j 
been 
simultaneous, 
throughout 
the j 


country, and that ihose of whom they I 
expecled to obtain their new stock have 
sold all, like themselves, and are now- 
seeking in vain for others 10 supply 
their place. 
The sheep thus collected 


are slaughtered for the bid^s and tal- 
low, the carcases being boiled to feed 
swine. 
There are establishments of 


this nature in the western counties of 
this state, where, we are informed, one 
hundred sheep are thus disposed of dai- 
ly.—Those engaged in this traffic 
pur- 


sue it as an honesLcalling, for gain ; and 
we are told thai in some instances they 
have realized for the skins alone, prices 
greater than the entire price of the 
sheep from which they were uken.

The slate of Georgia, by the late pro-

a Forcible resistance to legal process is- 
suing under the authorily of ihe Chief 
Justice of ihe United Stales. 
On the 


result of this controversy, in our judg- 
ment, depends the integrity of the U- 
nion. 
If the State of Georgia is suf- 


fered to resist the aulhorily of the court, 
and the execution of the laws, she is in 
open warfare with the national govern- 
ment, the constitution is prostrated, 
and the confederation of the states is in 
effect dissolved. 
It is in vain to shut 


our eyes to this mailer. 
Nothing is 


plainer, nothing more absolutely cer 
tain, than the fact, that if it is compe- 
tent for a stale to prevent the exercise 
o f l h e power and authorily of one oflhe 
three great branches of ihe national 
iMivernment. that n-overnment is des- 
troyed. 
If the Judiciary is overturned, 


und its functions rendered inoperative, 
one nuin pillar of the system is remo- 
ved, and ihe edifice must fall into ruins. 


The existence and security oflhe Ju- 


dicial division of ihe government is as 
essential to its welfire, and stability, as 
is lhal of the Legislative, or Executive. 
And the Judiciary cannot exist, if there 
is any extraneous power, not known 
to the constitution, which can check its 
proceedings, or set at defiance its au- 
thority. 
It is vain to set up the hue 


and-cry of danger to the sovereignly of 
ihe siuies, merely because one oF them 
wants to drive off From their lands a 
few thousand Indians ami plunder them i 
of their proneriy ; the sovereignty of 
the stales is in no more danger from 
ihe jurisdiction and authority of the U. 
Slates Court now, than it has been for 
forty years. 
The matter iu dispute, 


which has caused ibis violence on the 
part of the legislature of Georgia, lias 
been produced by themselves.

claims in the first place—unfortunate- 
ly they obtained opinions from 
the 


present Executive, and his Cabinet, 
which encouraged them in their uncon- 
stitutional course of conduct, until they 
have proceeded to the length of decla- 
ring open and forcible resistance to the 
laws o! ihe Union. 


The question must now be settled, 


which is to conduct the affairs of the 
nation—the national government, 
or 


the state of Georgia? 
What course 


will be pursued \vc have no means of 
determining. 
If, as we fully expect 


to hear, the convicted Indian has been 
executed, the step taken by the slate 
cannot be retraced. The wi it of error, 
which was intended to decide in a con- 
stitutional mode, ihe great constitu- 
tional question between the state of 
Georgia and the United Stutes, may be 
defeated. 
Hut there are other modes 


of bringing ihe.subjecl before the Court. 
If the Indian has been executed, the 
sheriff who was concerned 5n the act, 
may be indicted, or brought within the 
jni-i.sdiciiuii ol the Court in some oth- 
er manner.

last, the day preceding the final ad- 
journment : — 


EXECUTIVE DKPARTMKXT, ? 


December 22d, 1830. 
$ 


I submit to the Legislature for its 


consideration, the copy of a communi- 
cation received this clay, purporting to 
be signed by the Chief Justice of the U. 
States, and to be a citation to the State 
of Georgia, to appear before the Su- 
preme Court on the second Monday in 
-January next, to answer to that tribu- 
nal for having caused a person who had 
committed murder within the limits of 
the State, to be tried and convicted 
therefor. 


The object of this mandate is to con- 


trol the State in the exercise of its ordi- 
nary jurisdiction, which, in criminal 
cases, has been vested by its constitu- 
tion exclusively in its Superior Courts. 


So far as concerns the exercise of the 


power which belongs to the Executive 
Department, orders received from the 
Supreme Court for the purpose of stay- 
ing, or in any manner interfering with 
the decisions of the Courts of the State 
in the exercise of their constitutional 
jurisdiction, will be disregarded ; and 
any attempt to enforce such orders will 
br resisted with whatever force the laws 
have placed at my command. 


If the judicial powers thus attempt- 


ed to be exercised by the Courts oi she 
United States is submitted to, or sus- 
tained, it must eventuate in the utter 
annihilation of the State Governments, 
or in other consequences not less fatal 
to the peace and prosperity of our pre- 
sent highly favored country.

But the resolutions go farther, 


and say, that the Slate of Georgia "will 
never so far compromit her sovereignty 
as to become a party to the case sought 
to be made before the Supreme Court 
ol'the U. Stales, by tbe writ in ques- 
tion." "The case" here alluded to, is 
a case i n v o l v i n g the v a l i d i t y of the 
same treaties of the U. States which, 
in the case which has actually occur- 
red, the decision of the Georgia Court 
has determined not to be valid as a de- 
fence for the criminal. 


Whether the defence set up by this 


Indian was a valid defence, is not the 
qnes'ion, and, one way or the other, can 
have no bearing upon it. The question 
is simply whether, in a case between 
a State and an indh i c l u a l . involving the 
v a l i d i t y of a law of the U. States, or a 
treaty, tbe i n d i v i d u a l has a right of ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, which the 
Constitution, as well as the Laws of the 
U. States, have expressly declared shall 
have jurisdiction in such cases.f 


The Resolutions o( the Legislature, 


as well as the Message of the Gov- 
ernor, seem to make it a point, that ihe 
execution of the Criminal Law of the 
Slate is interfered with. 
But the Con- 


stitution makes no distinction between 
civil and criminal laws—it speaks of all 
laws ; and the case of Cohens vs. the 
State of Virginia, and that of McCul 
loh vs. Maryland, wherein the authori- 
ty of the Supreme Court was maintain- 
ed, had t h e i r origin in the penal laws of 
those States. 
It is in vain for the 


State of Georgia to declare that "the 
right to punish crimes, &c is an ori- 
ginal and necessary part of Sovereign- 
ty, which the State of Georgia has ne- 
ver parted with :" for, since the estab- 
lishment of the Constitution, there is no 
such thing as a sovereign State, inde- 
pendent of the Union. 
We quote the 


language of the greatest lawyer of our 
country, when we say, "The Genera! 
Govern men!,though limited as to its ob- 
jects, is supreme as to those objects.— 
This principle is a part of the Consti- 
tution ; and if there be any who deny its 
necessity, none cart deny its authority." 
If there be any thing which is peculiar- 
ly an object of theGeneral Government, 
it is the execution of Treaties, and the 
guaranty of their sanctity. 
These 


Treaties are the ''supreme law of the 
land." What language can be stronger 
than that which is used to this effect in 
the 2d clause of the 6th article of the 
Constitution ?| It was not necessary, 
however, to insist upon this point; for 
the State of Georgia has declared that 
she 
will 
not permit 
herself to be 


brought to plead before the Supreme 
Court in any case affecting her crimi- 
nal laws. 
She will not suffer it to be 


cufjitirttl whether her Laws do contra- 
vene Treaties made by the authority of 
the U. Slates. 
This is the more unfor- 


t u n a t e in the case before u.s, from the 
circumstance thai there is no appellate 
jurisdiction irilkin the Stale; ihe Cir- 
cuit Court of Georgia, as appears by 
the Governor's Message, having e.vcln- 
xirc pi rise!ict ion in all criminal cases.

Our I'ellow-cifizens will see, at once, 


lhat, with the authority of tbe Supreme 
Court, not only the laws, but the Con- 
stitution also, must be nullified.

know t h a t there is a portion of the peo- 
ple of one State, (a respectable portion 
of a respectable Stale.) who think that 
this process of n u l l i f i c a t i o n is an unde- 
niable and harmless right of the Stales 
This we had regarded as the delusion 
ol a day, which would soon pass away. 
But the late proceeding on the purl of 
the State of Georgia shows thai in lhat 
State also, a lamentable infatuation 
blinds the majority to the awful conse- 
quences of the doctrine' which they 
have not only proclaimed but acted up- 
on.

It requires nothing 
but a general rally, we are confident, to 
bring a moral force into the field which 
will utterly 7-oute and discomfit these 
heresies, of modern date, but most dan- 
gerous tendency. 


We have neither time nor room for 


all the comment which the occasion in- 
vites. 
We take space enough, howe- 


ver, to refute the suggestion, (for it is 
not an assertion,) of the Administra- 
tion Paper, lhat there is a party in this 
country which contends that the Su- 
preme Court "is clothed with supreme 
and absolute control over the States.'5 


There is no such party; and in the 
whole range of our knowledge such a 
doctrine has never been advanced from 
any quarter. We contend for such con- 
irol only over the judicial proceedings of 
the State Courts a.s is expressly vested 
in the Supreme Court by the Constitu- 
tion.

Let -me offer you a few words on 


the change of Ministry in England, of 
which I have just finished reading the 
account. 


We must not suppose the reign of 


aris'tocracv to lie at an end, or even that 
its influence will be likely to grow lens, 
in that country, by the change. 


There is not in all England, or in 


Europe, a more lofty aristocrat than 
Earl Grey, though at the head of the 
Whigs 


1 will mention a single fact at pres 


ent. 
In 1818, at a dinner given in hon- 


or of Mr. Fox. at New-Castle, Earl 
Grey, as one of the speukers, \va.s not 
satisfied with simply denouncing annu- 
al parliaments and universal .suffrage, 
which .Sir Francis Burden, Maj. Cai t- 
wright, (Mr. Jefferson's correspondent; 
and others of inut party were conten- 
ding for ; but so desirous did he ap- 
pear not to fall under the least suspi- 
cion of republicanism, that he went out 
of his way to express his disapproba- 
tion of the principles ol the constitution 
of the United Stales, and to in*, eigh a- 
gaiiist what he called our impure and 
corrupt elections in '.bis country.
